A’ New York rehabilitation ex- 
pert told doctors here Tuesday 
that Atlanta “urgently needs” a 
e rehabilitation cen- 
ter—and a few hours later an At- 
lanta group voted to incorporate 
for the purpose of -establishing 
such a center. 


Dr. Donald A. Covalt of the New 
York University-Bellevue Medical 
Center, who addressed the Atlanta 
Graduate Medical Assembly at the 
Biltmore Hotel, said Georgia 
“leads the nation” ingthe number 
of persons rehabilitated under its 
state program. 

‘But where do you send your 
severely disabled to be rehabilitat- 
ed?”’ he asked. “‘You send them 
out of state. . . . This community 
should have a rehabilitation center 
to serve Atlanta and Georgia.” 


AGREE TO PUSH PLANS 


Dr. Covalt met later with the 
board of trustees for establishing, a 
rehabilitation center here—a proj- 
ect of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce health committee. The 
board, headed by H. W. Indell, 
agreed to incorporate to push 
plans for the center. 

‘Mills B. Lane, president of the 
Citizens & Southern National Bank, 
was appointed by Indell to expe- 
dite the incorporation and serve as 
chairman of an executive commit- 
tee for the project. 

‘*There is no doubt a rehabilita- 
tion center is needed,”’ Indell said, 
“and it is up to us to act quickly.” 

He said part of the funds neces- 
sary to build a center—estimated

at $1,500,000—probably ‘could be 
obtained from the federal govern- 
ment under the Medical Facilities 
Act of 1954. 

Dr. Covalt said the need for re- 
habilitation is growing rapidly be- 
cause doctors are saving the lives 
of more patients who have strokes, 
polio, cerebral palsy and various 
chronic diseases—‘‘and these pa- 
tients need help to become self-

Peyton Hawes’ highway safety com- 
mittee, the only thing done about traf- 
fic at this session is authorization to 
strengthen the state patrol to 500 mem- 
bers when and if funds are available. 

The House yesterday shelved the driv- 
er-training bill mostly from uncertainty 
about how it would be financed. It pre- 
viously had rejected measures to require 
compulsory liability insurance, to tighten 
penalties for drunk driving .and other 
violations and to end the fee system. 

Presumably the studies looking toward 
a better system of traffic courts will con- 
tinue. This is: the key to enforcement as 
proved in many recent stories about speed 
traps and inconsistencies throughout the 
state. Surely the next session of the As- 
sembly will. give this further - attention 
along with the other proposals which have 
fallen by the wayside. 

While legislative independence is a 
goal to be desired, life saving is equally 
desirable. And in this instance, the gov- 
ernor’s motives and recommendations were 
wholly sound. 

Meanwhile, although there has been 
an encouraging drop in traffic deaths in 
the first six weeks of this year, we can 
anticipate at least another thousand fatali- 
ties in 1957 and millions in property dam- 
age. 
’ We trust that members of the Assem- 
bly will have some feeling of responsibil- 
ity and a slight twinge of conscience when 
the weekend headlines blare forth their 
news of men, women and children and 
even of entire families being wiped out on 
the highways.

A good many Georgia legislators are 
downright squeamish when it comes to 
enacting laws that would crack down on

Members of the Senate Penal and Cot- 


rectional Affairs Committee have come 
up with some illogical reasons, to put it 
mildly, as to why they tabled a bill which 
would provide a mandatory sentence of 
six months to a year on the second con- 
viction of lottery. ° 

The measure had passed the House by 
a vote of 137 to 8. It was introduced by the 
three representatives from Chatham 
County. 

Here are some of the excuses given 
for tabling it: 

Sen. Grover Newman of Buchanan 
“heard” the bill was meant to embarrass 
the senator from Savannah. Sen. Marcus 
Mashburn of Cumming voted to tdble the 
bill but said he is not opposed to it and 
hadn’t read it. 

Sen. Ralph L. Crawford, a Savannah 
lawyer, denied that he opposes the bill and 
says it would not embarrass him. 7 

Rep. Frank Cheatham of Chatham 
said the bill would not embarrass anyone 
but lottery operators. 

Sen. Wilton Hill of Reidsville, commit- 
tee chairman, said he is not personally op- 
posed to the bill nor is he apposed to its 
reconsideration. 

Then what in tarnation is behind the 
holdup?

Commissioner Thomas E. Mur- 
ray, previously at odds with oth- 
er members of the five-man AEC 
over how big a role the govern- 
ment should play, said today’s 
programs are “not adequate’’ 
because, he said, private industry 
can’t yet take over the job. 

“The crisis in nuclear weapons 
and the world need for atomic 
power,”’ Murray said, make it 
“urgent’’ that the government 
build large-scale reactors of the 
types most likely to prove suc- 
cessful in the search for a com- 
mercially feasible atomic plant 
to supply electric power. 

Strauss said that by the end of 
1957 five or maybe six atomic 
reactor plants will be putting out 
electric power in this: country.

“CHURCH PARADE” 

Like the Sunday morning ‘‘church parade” 
in Rittenhouse Square, the Duke-Biddle wedding 
is an outstanding memory of the days when all 
Philadelphia society lived in town. These days, 
400 invitations is a more likely number for a 
Main Line wedding, and its total cost is usually 
less than $5,000. 

The same scaling down applies generally to 
Chestnut Hill and parts of Germantown, on the 
other side of the Schuylkill River from the Main 
Line. 


Although they often appear more rural than 
the former, these communities are within the 
city limits. And they have maintained a stubborn 
identification with old-line society. For years, 
people on Chestnut Hill were said to go ‘‘slum- 
ming’’ on the Main Line; Like many other atti- 
tudes of a few generations ago, this has tended 
to dissipate.

The role they play in the management 
of social affairs is for the most part accepted 
and respected; in some cases, feared. There is 
a subtle difference between the clienteles.

In general, the influence of the oldest 
has tended to lag or lessen in finance and in- 
dustry, in commerce and in the nine-year-old 
Greater Philadelphia Movement.

Lessing J. Rosenwald, born ip Chicago but a 
business leader here since 1920, is probably the 
city’s most notable philanthropist.

John B. Kelly—parents of Princess Grace. of 
Monaco—have done a great deal for the Wom- 
an’s Medical College and other enterprises. 

Neither the. Rosenwalds nor the Kellys are in 
the Social Register or are “society’’ in the 
generally implied sense of “Old Philadelphia’’ 
society. In the nature of the city’s history that 
rests on a firm base of Quakerism, although 
down the years, many of the early families 
have become Episcopalian. Roman Catholic and 
Jewish circles have tended to develop independ- 


QUAKER INFLUENCE 


The ‘mutual respect that for the most part 
characterizes the scene is in itself a reflection 
of the basic Quaker tradition. 


It is in specialized phases of the artistic,

For 25 
years, Charles Meigs Biddle Cadwalader devoted 
his entire time to the Academy of Natural Sci- 
ences, founded in 1812.

‘Put Pinch on Ability to Buy Hi Hor

_-Of all the astonishing changes of the last 25 years, this is one of the most spec 


‘tnetler Today, nearly 60 per cent of America’s 43 million families live in their own 
homes. Before World War II, the figure was nearer to 40 per cent, and there were 


fewer families. 

Well, wedding, bells ring for 
1% million couples a year now, 
and young people don’t -wait, as 
their parents had to wait, to ac- 
cumulate so mtich cash for the 
down payment on a house. 

Babies arrive—over 4 million a 
year at the latest count—and they 
tend to set people thinking of a 
home with a back yard. 

Government help on financing 
spurred these urges. 

MILLION A YEAR 

Thus, the home building indus- 
try has become a gigantic seg- 
ment of the nation’s economy. 
Every year since 1948, it has 
erected a million or more dwell- 
ing units. Into them went moun- 
metal, 
bricks, concrete, plaster and plas- 
tics—quickly followed by other 
mountains of furniture, rugs, 
household appliances and textiles. 

Estimates say one out of every 
15 wage earners (not counting 
those on farms) owes his liveli- 
hood today to home building. 

So this is big business, in- 
volving millions of people. And 
right now, it is a wide-screen 
headache for many of them. 

A builder here is angry, a 
would-be buyer there frustrated. 
Congress is examining the prob- 
lems of both. The federal man- 
agers of money have come under 
hot fire. 


LOSES $500 PER HOUSE 

To see the picture at closer 
range, take an individual case. 

Samuel Block is a contractor in 
the suburbs of Detroit: He has 
been building for seven years. No 
specialist, he put up different 
types of homes, ranging from 
$7.000 to $30,000. 

“I've got 12 VA-type homes 
standing empty,’’ he said. “Every 
time I sell one, I lose close to 
$500. I would have been better off 
just to hold the land.” 

He said he has been squeezed 
by land costs, development, and 
the cost of improvements.. The 
high price of borrowing money has 
become another important item in 
his expenses, he said. 


Block estimated that, today, @ 


man applying for a 30-year GI 


mortgage on a $13,650 house 


would have to be earning $91.75 a 
week to get the government guar- 
antee. The December average for 
factory production workers was 
$84.05" per week. ’ 

“I'll sell the 12 houses and take 
the licking,”” Block said, Then, un- 
der these conditions, I'll never 
build another like them.”’ 

"They say one reason for 
tight money is because we send 
billions overseas to fight com- 
munism. What better guarantee 
against communism can you have 
than for a man to own his home 
over here?”’ 

Bankers, however, say interest
